"WHO AND WHAT ABE IHE KNIGHTS 


?—As the papers contain ac- 


counts of the Grand Encampment now in 
session, the following article -from the 
Williamsport Gazette and BuUetin will be 
of interest to our reader* Ic answersrthe 
question which heads this article in a most 
satisfactory manner. It suys: 


"The visit of the Knights Templar, now 


holding their JGraud JSncunipuieut in oar 
city, naturally starts the inquiry as £o 
who and what they are, m tiiu mmd.i ul 
those who are not conversant withTthe 
higher ^degrees of Free Musonary. The 
Kmght3 TempUr were not originally con- 
nected with or part of the masonic Iruter- 
nity, but were engrafted on or adopted in- 
to it about tho middle of the twelith cen- 
turj-, darioir the reign oi Henry II. in 
England. It ia recorded that in this reign, 
Knights 
TempUr 
were first initia- 


ted 
into 
the 
mysteries 
of 
Free- 


masonry ; 
from. 
which 
time ' they 


gave it their patronage, und the Grand 
Master of the Temple was appointed to 
superintend the lodges, by which appoint- 
ment pre-eminence wiu> conferred to the 
order ot Knighthood over the society of 
Freemasons. By this conjunction ot the 
two orders, Preemasonry assumed a more 
important character and higher position 
in the eyes of the world nnd continued to 
increase in general estimation down to 
the reign of Richard X. It is generally 
held that it waa at this period that the 
first connection was formally established 
between 
tho 
Masonic lodge and ths 


Ivnijjhtg Templar. Before that time indi- 
clual Knights wcro initiated into 3Iaaoiiic 
mysteries and patronized tho society of 
Freemasons, but after the suppression of 
the order and their dispersion through- 
out C.ir.sipnu'om, and, atter they h_id re- 
gained stability and freedom from peraC- 
cution, this order of Knighthood was con- 
ferred exclusively on those who had pre- 
viously passed through the higher degrees 
of Masonry. 


It was near the close of tho fourteenth 


century when the ICnights ot Malta joined 
the 11-iconic .society, and the two orders of 
chivalry, that of St. John and tho Temp- 
lars, became united, and has continued no 
until the present time. "When the Temp- 
lars and the Freemasons became united in 
one body, the Knights Templar, aa a body 
had no control over the Grand M later o'f 
Preemosonry us such, nor had that oinu-r 
any power to give laws to the Knights. 
They could neither grant a warrant to 
hold an encampment nor prohibit the in- 
stallation, of candidates chosen and ap- 
proved of Ly the Knights, and the exact 
time when the perfect fusion was eunauni- 
raated does not clearly appear from any 
authentic history which we have been able 
to

Philip tlte Fair, of France, the Order of 
Knights wiw suppre^d and their possess- 
ions connwnted throughout France—as 
also England, by Edward II at the in- 
stance of the Pope. Many of the Knights 
retired to Scotland—then a aeperate king- 
dom—where they obtained land, and, with 
JKni^ht-t Ilo-pitalera, of St. John of Jerus- 
alem, .ifiLrwarda called Knights of Malta, 
lived together on amicable terms. It was 
then that they l>L'c.une, in some measure, 
associated with (lie Masons, who were 
patronized by the king-i of Scotland. It is 
probably, to the iaet of this royal protec- 
tion in Scotland that the Mjtaonic fraterni- 
ty 13 indebted for its prcseEvat.on from 
utter extinction.
